The progressive grower who tries the new introductions 
is assured that his competitors will not be able to buy the same 
varieties a year or two later at a much reduced price.

CARNATION ROOTED CUTTINGS 


WHITE 


PATRICIAN—A large, full white flower borne on long 
rigid stems. Good production and keeping qualities. 
Makes fine bushy plants either inside or in the field during 
the summer. Some splitting occurs in the early spring.

OLIVETTE—A very heavy producer of pure white flow- 
ers. Stems are rigid and medium length. Very heavy 
fragrance.
